T am presently residing at 
the Wyoming Womens Center where I recieved a General Equival¬ 
ency Diploma and completed some college courses which were 
n f fcl cd through Eastern Wyoming College and University of 
Wyoming. Upon my release, I will reside in the state of 
Colorado, city of Denver, where I will attend college. I 
would like to recieve a major in journalism and take some 
courses in theater and literature. 

I am interested in becoming a member of Amnesty Intetniatioiial. 

I would like to speak with children, teenagers and adult 
groups, in school, out of school and incarcerated, about drugs 
and alcohol, how they destroy lives, lead to imprisonment and 
make innocent people victims of death. 

I am in the process of writing an non-fiction book on my life 
amd what lead to my prison sentence at the Wyoming Womens 
Center at Lusk, and how it helped me to regain control of my 
life, change my additude and my way of living. This book will 
be dedicated to my chi Idem.
